HANKOW DRIVE 
STILL HELD UP 


Four Fires Started in Second 
Attack in 24 Hours on 
Chinese Provisional Cap- 
ital. 


By the Associated Press. 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 14 (Sunday).— 
Japanese reported today that their 
planes had bombed several Central 
China points in moonlight raids 


last night. 

One squadron struck at Nan- 
chang, main Chinese air base, and 
was said to have damaged military 
warehouses, railway tracks, bar- 
racks and airplane hangars. An- 
other raided Kian, and still others 
bombarded Yushan, Ningpo and 
Lishui. 

‘Japanese airplanes subjected 
Hankow, provisional Chinese cap- 
ital, to the second mass air raid 
within 24 hours today. The Jap- 
anese safd they set fires in four 
places and destroyed two Chinese 
bombers which were attempting to 
take off from the Hankow air- 
drome, 

In the Yangtze Valley the Jap- 
anese were still trying to break 
through Chinese lines which have 
held up their advance on Hankow 
for two weeks. 

A Japanese column was reported 
near Juichang on the center of the 
Chinese line about 100 miles south- 
east of Hankow, the provisional 
Chinese capital. 

From Juichang the Japanese 
hoped to strike overland to cut the 
Canton-Hankow railway south of 
Hankow and cut the chief artery 
for supplies to defend Hankow. 

On the Hwangmei, or northern, 
wing of the Japanese offensive and 
on the Shahochen, or southern 
wing, the Japanese were checked 
by stubborn Chinese resistance. 

Japanese reports said five Chi- 
nese bombing planes were shot 
down today in a battle over Lake 
Poyang, near the Yangtze battle 
lines, when Japanese planes inter- 
cepted them to prevent bombard- 
ment of Japanese positions at Kiu- 
klang. 

The Japanese also reported 
bombing and sinking five Chinese 
vessels carrying munitions on the 
Yangtze. 

Masayuki Tani, Japanese Am- 
bassador-at-Large in China, dis- 
patched a note to foreign consuls 
saying that many Chinese vessels 
on the river were flying foreign 
flags. 3

GERMAN WAR GAMES 
MAKE EUROPE UNEASY 


Britain, France bik for Move 
Against Czechoslovakia in 
Coming Maneuvers.

LONDON, Aug. 13.— Germany's 
preparations for nationwide mili- 
tary maneuvers have put other Hu- 
ropean powers on the vigilant look- 
out to prevent anything which 
might lead to a swift Nazi stroke 
against Czechoslovakia. 

Reassuring reports, however, 
reached European capitals from 
envoys in and around Ge y. 
Germany, in a Berlin press release 
allay suspicion 
aroused by the military exercises 
which are expected to reach their 
peak between Sept. 9 and 14. The 
press release, made available to all 
German newspapers by DNB, Ger- 
man official news agency, accused 
“interested foreign circles” of at- 
tempting “to stir up uneasiness in 
the European general public.” 

German Press Attacks. 

The German press today attacked 
a manifesto issued by Czechoslovak 
army officers, terming it an “ob- 
struction” to peaceful solution of 
Czechoslovakia's minorities prob- 
lem, The manifesto, issued yes- 
terday, declared there could be “no 
retreat” by the society of Czecho- 
slovak army officers from the Gov- 
ernment’s stand that the integrity 
of the republic must remain unim- 
paired. 

Czechoslovakia’s Minister to Ber- 
lin, Voytech Mastny, conferred to- 
day with Premier Milan Hodza at 
Praha. The Czechoslovak popula-

J. H. Kniest Writes State Board 
Will Hear Convict’s Plea

Lieutenant Governor Frank G.

Board, was asked today by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter as to 
Kniest’s statement. He replied that 
Kniest’s letter had not been au- 
thorized by the Board, but that 
Seward would have another hear- 
ing, in due course of his applica- 
tion, one of many pending before 
the Board.

The Government is to pay $330,- 
000,000 to take the coal mines out 
of the hands of the 5000 land own- 
ers and estates which have inher- 
ited it and administer it for ths 
benefit of all the people of the 
British Isles. 

Three main purposes of the mea- 
sures are: 

1—Government purchase of pri- 
vately owned royalties. 

2—Voluntary and compulsory 
amalgamation of collieries. 

3—Protection of consumers. 

Britain’s coal business has been 
in the doldroms since the Great 
War, when the export market dis- 
appeared. 

Chamberlain Backing Plan. 

The average number of coal min- 
ers is 739,000 and the average an- 
nual production is 750,000,000 long 
tons. 

Thousands of coal workers went 
on relief before 1920 and conditions 
became so deplorable that they led 
to the disastrous General Strike in 
1926. 

The Government pledged solution 
of the coal problem in its program 
of 1935. Premier Neville Chamber- 
lain has nursed the complicated 
measure carefully through Parlia- 
ment for the last year. 

In 1886, a group of 60 members of 
Parliament joined in a memorial 
branding of the royalty system as 
a “gross hindrance to the mining 
industry.” 

Pressure against the “landlord 
tax” on coal had increased to such 
an extent by 1919 that David Lloyd 
George set up a commission which 
was unanimous in recommending 
that coal royalties be nationalized. 
It was before this commission that 
Robert Smillie, the brilliant mine 
worker, appeared and challenged 
in debate the Duke of Northumber- 
land, who at the time was receiv- 
ing $470,000 annually in coal roy- 
alties. 

The Coal Commission of 1925 in- 
dorsed the theory of “unification of 
royalties." Further encouragement 
was given to the plan by the Coal 
Mines Reorganization Commission 
of 1933. The departmental com- 
mittee which followed in 1934 in- 
dorsed the same broad policy. 

Court Decision on Royalties. 

Coal royalties have been pro- 
tected since 1568, when the famous 
court decision, Queen vs. North- 
umberland, established the rule that 
mines of gold and silver belong to 
the King, but mines of coal to the 
owner .of the surface of the land. 

Since that time, coul royalty for- 
tunes have grown and passed along 
from generation to generation. Coal 
royalty is handled as oil royalties 
and dealt in as securities. To own 
the royalty is to own the coal. 

The Church of England is one of 
the principal beneficiaries from 
coal royalties, receiving through ec- 
clesiastical commissioners the sum 
of $1,850,000 from coal accounts in 
a recent typical year. Most of the 
4000 principal royalty holders are 
titled gentry. In an average year 
the Duke of Hamilton receives 
$565,000; and the Marquis of Bute 
$546,000 in rovalties, 

During 1937, the Master of the 
Rolls, with two assistants, fixed the 
sum of royalty payments. The basis 
is 15 times the annual income, less 
5 per cent for mineral rights duty 
and 5 per cent for the building of 
pithead baths. l 

To $332,250 for Mines.

000,000. In final form, the Govern- 
ment will pay out $20,350,000 an- 
nually for 15 years.

On July 1, 1942, the Government 
will assume ownership, hand over 
the cash, and the great experiment 
will begin.

Firms to Lease From State. 

Under the new act, private com- 
panies will get all of the coal out, 
but they will hold their leases from 
the state and the state will tell 
them how to operate in the best in- 
terests of the whole industry. 

As the Government explains it, 
the whole idea is to give the indus- 
try every opportunity of organizing 
itself for efficient production and 
the elimination of overlapping, 
wasteful competition, uneconomic 
dumping and the further develop- 
ment of organized marketing 
through central selling schemes, 

There was a bitter fight to ‘pro- 
hibit compulsory consolidation of 
small companies. Many members 
of Parliament were pressed dy 
owners of plants to stave off the 
Government’s desire to get uneco- 
nomie individual operations to- 
gether under one management and 
cut expenses. 


As a result, there will be no com- 


pulsory amalgamations until 1940 
and Parliament must approve in 
each case. When the commission 
proposes to force companies to- 
gether it must present the case to 
the Board of Trade, which would 
present the case to Parliament. If 
there is approval there, the recom- 
mendations would go to the Rail- 
way & Canal Commission for exe- 
cution. 

While the coal industry will be 
the principal beneficiary if the law 
does ‘what its proponents expect it 
to, the public will get its reward 
in a smooth running industry which 
has been crippled for 20 years.

‘Fairness,’ That Neither 
Lewis Nor Majority of 
Followers Are Reds. 


BUT HE NAMES 280

He Asserts Party Scrapped 
Program in U. S. in 1935 
to Get Foothold in New 
Movement. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13. — John 
P. Frey of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor charged today that 
John L. Lewis’ rival labor organi- 
gation was honey-combed with 
members of the Communist Party, 
whose purpose he said was revolu- 
tion. 

He told a House investigating 
committee that 280 Communist 
party members were or had been 
on C I O payrolls as organizers and 
officials, and added “In fairness” 
that Lewis himself and the major- 
ity of his followers were opposed 
to Communism. 

Frey, chief of the metal trades 
department of the A. F. of L., 
peered gravely over his spectacles 
and waved an unlighted cigar in 
emphasis as he told the committee: 

“It’s time the public knew the 
truth about efforts of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States 
to carry out the purpose of Mos- 
cow and the Third International, 
which purpose is revolution.” 

For 20 years, he said, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor had held 
Communistic influences in check 
in the American labor movement. 
But the Communists had gained a 
foothold in recent years, Frey 
charged, through their influence in, 
and in some cases domination of, 
C IO unions,

olutionists of the future are to re- 
ceive experience and training to 
equip them for the day when the 
signal for revolution is given.” 
Frey was particularly outspoken 
regarding the Transport Workers’ 
Union, which he said was “headed 
by four leading members of the 
Communist Party who are working 
under orders of Moscow to Sovietize 
the American transit industry.” 
“In recent weeks the transport 
workers have secured a stranglehold 


on New York City traction and 
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taxicab companies,” the witness 


said. 

In addition to charging that 280 
Communist party members were 
or had been on CI O payrolls, he 
gave the committee a list of 60 
others high in the C I O ranks who, 
he said, were Communists or close- 
ly linked with Communism. 

More Names Promised. 

Frey said he would name 230 
more Communist volunteer work- 
ers in CI O affiliates when he re- 
sumed testimony next week. 

Chairmafi Dies (Dem.), Texas, of 
the investigating committee, said 
names of the complete party mem- 
bership had been obtained and 
would be introduced as evidence. 

“They run into the thousands,” 
he said. He did not disclose how 
the committee obtained the docu- 
ments. 

The rise of Communism in the 
American labor. movement, Frey 
said, dated from 1935, when “the 
Communist party in the United 
States completely scrapped its pro- 
gram so that it could secure a con- 
trolling position within the CIO.“ 

That was the year of the Com- 
munist International Congress in 
Moscow, in which Communists 
were instructed to discard many 
old precepts and join with instead 
of opposing groups and parties with 
democratic interests. A protest 
from the American government 
against statements of American 
delegates was lodged during the 
congress, and American-Soviet re- 
lations cooled notably when Maxim 
Litvinov, the Soviet spokesman on 
Foreign Affairs, rejected it. 

At one point, Frey said: “I’m go- 
ing to show this committee how 
Communists have gained control of 
the Teachers’ Union in New York 
City. Tu name names. I'll show 
how their spread has been as rapid 
and dangerous in education as it 
has in the trade unions.” 

Switches to Religion. 

Near the end of the day Frey 
switched suddenly to the subject of 
religion, displaying a dozen Soviet 
anti-religious posters and reading 
extensively from speeches by Lenin, 
Stalin and others. He contrasted 
statement of Lenin’s that “we hate 
Christianity and Christians” with 
the recent action of the American 
Communist Party in deciding to in- 
crease its membership by enrolling 
Catholics, particularly those of the 
working class. 

“It seems impossible that clergy- 
men of any religious denominations 
could be deceived by any cunning 
Communist blandishments, Frey 
observed. 

Otten the witness repeated that 
his charge of Communist activity 


against the CIO in general. 


“In fairness to the majority of | 


the membership it must be stated 
that they are not Communists and 
they are opposed to. Communism, 
John L. Lewis is opposed to Com- 
munism. In many local instances 
these members of the C I O have 
risen in revolt against Communist 
leadership which had secured con- 
trol and thrown it out. The CIO 
is not yet a Communist organiza- 
tion so far as the great majority 
of the rank and file is concerned. 
The fact seems to be that C I O 
membership unwittingly became a 
carrier for the virus of Com- 
munism because of the attitude of 
its leadership.“

WAGE CUT APPROVED 
FOR CHICAGO RAILWAY 


Court Orders 15 Pct. Reduc- 
tion, Effective Tuesday, to 
Keep Line Going. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 13. — A 15 per 
cent wage reduction for the 1300 
employes ot the Chicago, North 
Shore & Milwaukee Railroad was 
authorized today by Judge Will M. 
Sparks of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The cut will be- 
come effective at midnight Monday. 

Jacob I. Grossman, Federal mas- 
ter in chancery, recommended the 
order after a series of hearings. 

A. A. Sprague, receiver for the 
line, initiated the hearings three 
weeks ago with a petition to the 
court asking instructions concern- 
ing a wage controversy with em- 
ployes. The railroad is an electric 
system operating on the elevated 


line outside the city. 

Attorneys for the receiver intro- 
duced evidence which they said 
showed that the road had suffered 
losses justifying a 15 per cent wage 
cut proposed by the receiver to be- 
come effective Aug. 15 at the ex- 
piration of a temporary agreement. 

The petition was opposed by the 
Amalgamated Association of Street, 
Electric Railway and Motor Coach 
Employes of America,

Are We Growing Soft? 


ROFESSIONAL boxers once trained for months before an impor- 

tant fight. They pickled their hands and faces in brine to toughen 

the skin; they fought real fights in training, unprotected by head- 
gear or even gloves, back in the early days of the ring. 


When they fought, their 
knuckles were bare and not pro- 
tected by yards of bandages and 
tape, covered over with six ounces 
of padded glove. They fought to a 
finish and were trained to keep 
on battling even though “cut to 
ribbons” by the foe, 


Now look at them! Boxers to- 
day train by rope-skipping and 
calisthenics, instead of road work 
and hard knocks. ‘ 

While training for a fight they 
are rendered impervious to head 
blows, protected by padded hel- 
mets, then use 12-ounce gloves, 
and they think they have done a 
terrific day’s work if they box 
six rounds, or even four, in 
practice. 

In the ring the reaction sets in. 
Minus all the protection worn in 
training, they find that the socks 
of the enemy jar them out of all 
reason. They can't take it. 
Their wind and resistance give 
way too quickly. 

It all may explain why so many 
knockouts occur today as com- 
pared with fights of other 


times when longer battles and

vogue. Perhaps if boys now re- 
sorted to the harder work and 
toughening processes used 40 
years ago, they might be able to 
take it better.

The Case of Football. 


WORRYING ABOUT college box- 
ers is just a bit funny when you 
think what happens to the col- 
lege football player.. The grid- 
iron star has to learn to take 
it everywhere from head to foot. 

He is slammed to the ground 
while traveling at full speed. 

His head cracks the frozen 
ground harder than any fighter 
could punch it. 

He spends weeks getting him- 
self in condition for about seven 
games; and then he has to be re- 
lieved because of the punishment. 

True, the football man wears 
protective armor. Only some- 
times the protective armor for 
the wearer becomes a deadly 
weapon against the opponent, 
inflicting, serious harm on the 
blocker or trackler at times. 

If there’s any collegiate sport 
that could stand a little soften- 
ing, it is football. But, instead, 
the gridiron athlete must be hard- 
er and tougher each year, while 
the boxers become annually more 
ladylike. 

* * * 


“It’s the principle involved,“ 
collegiate heads explain. In 
football if a player is hurt it’s 
accidental; but in boxing, it’s in- 
tentional. We find it hard to 
indorse as a sport a competition 
in which the primary intent of 
the athletes is to injure one an- 
other.”

147 at noon.. The middlweight 
figure originally was 154 and then 
158 ringside: today it’s 160 at 
noon; the light-heavyweight class 
has not changed from an original 
175 pounds, and the heavyweight 
class, of course, is any old weight 


you can make. 

The changes, especially that one 
from ringside to noon weigh-in, 
has been the salvation of many 
boxers. 

Ringside weighing became an 
unbelievable cruelty in some 
cases and fighters who were close 
to the line suffered pangs of hun- 
ger, thirst and nervous anxiety

Forfeits for weight-making 
were common then, and boys 
known to be close to the line 
were asked to put up consider- 
able sums for weight and appear- 
ance, 

The possibility of losing some

with the employers is passed upon by the 
bureau before it is allowed to go out. The 
bureau writes all publicity releases. Even 
the speeches of union leaders are passed 
upon before they are made. The bureau 
in labor warfare becomes G. H. d. and in 
the event of-a big strike it operates on what 
is vittually a 24-hour basis. 


That was true during the general strike 


in 1934 that grew out of the conflict with

founder of the bureau, Henry P. Melnikow, 
should have served during the World War in 
the United States Army Intelligence Service 
in France. The bureau that he founded 17 
years ago runs with a military efficiency 
and zeal, to say nothing of a military dis- 
regard of trade union hours, 


What the Bureau 


Does for Its Union Clients 


But military comparisons aside, it is actu- 
ally the earnestness, the enthusiasm and in- 
telligence of the experts who man this bu- 
reau that make it what it is. To the Pacific 
Coast Labor Bureau with offices in Los An- 


geles, San Francisco, Portland and Seattle, 


any trade union can come for aid in nego- 
tiation or arbitration, for research, for au- 


diting and accounting.. service, for general 


advice and counsel, And the fee will be on 
a cost-plus basis. 

Die-hard employers on the West Coast are 
inclined in their gloomier moods to see in 
the bureau a sinister brain trust from. which 
come plans that are hatched, in this lurid 
view, in Moscow or points east. Sometimes 
these fantastic legends merely amuse Mel- 
nikow and his colleagues. But on at least 
two occasions. recently they have sued for 


libel at the charge of “Communism’’. and 


Red,“ determined to put in the record 
proof of the strictly non-political basis on 
which they operate. 

They are highly trained specialists in la- 
bor relations, with an accumulated back- 
ground of experience. The kind of service 
they provide is what unions, and particularly 
new unions, have so often lacked in the re- 
cent past. If it is essential in the course of 
negotiations to buttress an argument with de- 
tailed statistics on the cost of living and real 
wages, these specialists know how to put 
them together in the shortest possible time. 

And yet there is no laboratory detachment 
about the work of the bureau. The director 
and his associates are usually to be found 
in the middle of the argument. Their closest 
friends are union leaders. No line of de- 
marcation sets off intellectuals from practical 
trade unionists. Such a line in American 


labor history has prevented the kind of work- 


ing relationship between brains—knowledge 
is a more apt word—and the man on the 
job, that prevails here. 


At the University of Wisconsin in his un- 
dergraduate years before the war Melnikow 
was a protege of Prof. John R. Commons, 
foremost authority on American labor. He 
was one of Commons’ bright young men, those 
young men who are now active in the labor 


movement and in Government. Just before 


and just after his army service Melnikow 
was interested, with half a dozen young 
left-wing intellectuals, including Stuart Chase 
and George Soule, in the formation of a la- 
bor bureau in New York. Particularly at the 
close of the war there was a marked upswing 
in trade union activity and the bureau was to 
provide expert service. 


Bureau Has Served 


About 300 Unions So Far 


But leaders of the group developed outside 
interests and somehow the New York bureau 
always remained detached from the vital in- 
terests of organized labor. A similar bureau 
had been established in Chicago by another 
Commons protege and Melnikow came out 
here with tne feeling that he could be use- 
ful to Pacific Coast trade unions. Since 
that time he has served about 300 unions, 
both American Federation of Labor and Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization with the 
business today divided fairly equally between 
the two groups. 

The bureau now has a permanent staff of 


30, plus a force of stenographers and clerks, 


Frequently when important negotiations or 


big strikes are on, the staff is doubled. And 


like a well-trained army the bureau can mo-

needed up and down the whole length of the 
coast. 

Here is the way the bureau works. Say 
that Teamsters’ Local No. 85 in San Fran- 
cisco (incidentally a client of long standing) 
comés to the bureau to request aid in con- 
ducting important wage negotiations. After 
some preliminary discussion the head of the 


union and Melnikow sign a standard contract 


form that has been worked out. This pro- 
vides in most instances for monthly pay- 


‘ments for arbitration, negotiation and gener- 


al research, although the union might con- 
tract for more limited services. It is to run 
for a stipulated number of months or years 
but there is a provision “that the union may 
cancel this agreement at its option at any 
time, with the understanding that it shall pay 
„„For all work done to date of cancellation 
on the regular basis of charges...” This 
last is typical of Melnikow’s desire to give 
the union complete independence in dealing 
with the bureau. 


How Bureau Conducts 
Negotiations With Employer 

Once the contract’ has been signed, very 
careful plans are laid for the negotiations. 
Melnikow may be in charge of this prepara- 
tion or it may be the second in command, 
Sam Kagelf The first step is to make as 
thorough a survey of the industry, particular- 
ly with relation to wage scales and cost of 
living, as the time allows. Building up a 
record is one of the things that Kagel and 
Melnikow stress and the thicker the record 
the more confident they aré when mex go 
into negotiations. . 

By signing the contract, the union has not, 
of course, delegated authority to the bureau. 
In fact, in all such arrangements Melnikow 
is very careful to leave authority and re- 
sponsibility with the trade union, On the 
day that negotiations begin a negotiator from 
the bureau goes with a committee from the 
union to the meeting with employer repre- 
sentatives. 

The committee which may be small or 
large, up to 25 even, sits in on all sessions, 
While the actual negotiations go on between 
Melnikow and his assistants and the employ- 
ers’ representatives, the committee members 
look on and listen. At frequent recesses there 
are conferences on the progress of negotia- 
tions at which the union representatives have 
a chance to give advice and suggestions. And 
once a tentative agreement has been reached, 
it is submitted through the union committee 
to the rank and file. The bureau always in- 
sists on this procedure. Sometimes disap- 
prqving a proposed agreement that seems at 
the moment to contain the utmost the em- 
ployers will concede, Melnikow or one of his 
aids recommends to the union its rejection. 


Planning Every Detail 

in Conduct of Strike 

When negotiations break down and a strike 
looms, then the really tough work for the 
bureau begins. .The union does not take a 
single step without consulting with one of the 


staff of the bureau. From the moment that 
a strike has seemed imminent, the bureau 


had been at work planning the strategy of 


it. in every detail—how to get sufficient 
funds, the organization of a boycott and picket 
nen Sa Ph g ee e how to 
maintain morale. 

‘Therefore when the men are finally called 
out, there is a carefully prepared plan to 
follow, with little left.to chance, And in 


the longshoremen and allied trades on the 
waterfront. The bureau was acting at that 
time for the longshoremen and the other 
unions that Harry Bridges has concentrated 
in the C I O. After the strike was over, 
Melnikow and Kagel carried on for the union 
the complicated negotiations which resulted 
in marked wage increases for waterfront 
The final settlement. ran into mil- 
lions of dollars. And later, on the mere in- 
terpretation of one phase of the award, the 
bureau was able to get an additional 3400, 
000 for the men. 


Melnikow has been close to Bridges from 
the beginning of his spectacular rise to pow- 
er. Employers in San Francisco have a con- 
venient way of explaining Bridges’ success 
by reference to the brain trust provided for 
him by Melnikow. The two have a mutual 
respect for each other’s capabilities and it is 
on this basis that they have formed a work- 
ing partnership. 


Acts That Have Helped 


in the Making of Enemies 


Naturally since the. A. F. of L.-C I O split 
is more bitter here than perhaps anywhere 
else Melnikow through his close association 
with Bridges has made enemies among Fed- 
eration officialdom. One of. these is Edward 
Vandeleur, secfetary of the State Federation 
of Labor. Vandeleur has sought to turn A. 
F. of L. unions away from the bureau but de- 
spite this virtually all of the old clients have 
remained. 

In other ways, too, enemies have been 
made. On several occasions Melnikow and 
Kagel have not hesitated to make public a 
denunciation .of deals which were attempted 
in the course of negotiations. They felt it 
their duty to inform the rank and file of 
what was being attempted. This has won 
for them some extremely bitter enemies. 


on numerous occasions the bureau has 
taken the initiative for its clients. A strik- 
ing instance was the service performed for 
the three unions involved in operation of the 
ferries in San Francisco Bay, the Marine En- 
gineers, the Masters, Mates and Pilots and 
the Inland Boatmen’s Union. 


Work to Win Recognition 


for Displaced Ferry Workers 


Two or three years before work was start- 
ed on construction of the two great bridges 
that now span. the bay, Melnikow and his 
aids began to urge the unions to demand dis- 
missal pay, realizing that most. of the ferry 
jobs would be done away with. Within the 
union there was considerable opposition to 
such a move, Conservative leaders said it 
was impossible. There would be nothing to 
strike about, they argued, no club over the 
companies. 

But Melnikow and Kagel kept up the agita- 
tion and in the meantime began to prepare an 
extensive file showing what a case could be 
made. Finally the unions gave their approval 
and then the work of building up the record 
started in earnest. The research experts pre- 
paring the case took the line that the jobs 
of men operating ferry boats were being eon- 
demned in the public interest—-for the con- 
struction of the bridges—and that therefore 
they should be compensated just as a prop- 
erty owner is compensated. Editorial sup- 
port was obtained for this point of view 
from San Francisco newspapers. The News 
ran a series of five articles presenting the hu- 
man background of the men who were to be 
displaced. 

Kagel and Melnikow made several trips 


to Washington in the course of preparing 


this case. They tried to persuade Jesse 
Jones, chairman of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, that it was up to the

and old-age destitution may be ban- 
ished from the American home and 
farm.” 

The study is especially appropri- 
ate because the New York Times 
this week in an editorial widely re- 
printed throughout the country 
characterized the old-age pension 
reserve as a “pious fraud,” a “de- 
lusion,” a “hocus-pocus” which 
should be ended, thus echoing the 
views of Senator Vandenberg, 
(Rep.) of Michigan that the so- 
called Treasury investments in the 
fund were “one of the slickest ar- 
rangements ever invented,” a “back- 
breaking subterfuge,” the concep- 
tion of “fiscal fiddle-faddlers” who, 
if the special old-age pension re- 
serve had not been set up, “would 
have had to pay the current Gov- 
ernment debts, from time to time, 
out of general taxation.” 

Just what are the general provi- 
sions of the act and how does the 
old-age pension section affect the 
industrial and commercial worker, 
now paying 1 per cent of his wages 
into the Treasury, who will pay 3 
per cent in 1949 to build up a re- 
serve for Federal pensions starting 
in 1942? 


What the Law Provides. 


The Social Security Act is divid- 
ed into three general parts: (1) it 
provides for Federal old-age insur- 
ance for commercial and industrial 
workers who have reached the age 
of 65; (2) it gives Federal funds to 
states for unemployment compensa- 
tion systems, for the needy aged, 
the blind and for orphaned chil- 
dren, and for the extension of serv- 
ices fo? maternal and child health, 
crippled children, child welfare, 
public health and vocational reha- 
bilitation, and (3) it levies taxes 
on employers and employes for the 
old-age and unemployment reserves. 

The main criticism of the act has 
been centered on the old-age pen- 
sion reserves, which by 1980 will 
reach (on the books) the astronom- 
ical sum of 47 billion—not million— 
dollars, and the fact that the money 
which is now being invested in this 
reserve is actually being used to 
help pay for the current and past 
operations of the Federal Govern- 
ment, Critics have repeatedly point- 
ed out that with the Federal budget 
continuing out of balance year after 
year, these reserves are nothing 
more than Treasury Department 
IO U’s which will have to be met 
with additional taxation when the 
time comes to make the benefit 
payments. : 
Purpose of the Study. 

It is noteworthy that few, if any, 
critics of the old-age pension re- 
serve, such as Senator Vandenberg, 
question the general objectives of 
the Social Security Act or the old- 
age pension idea, and it is not in- 
tended to imply that any critic is 
suggesting that these objectives be 
abandoned. This article is exposi- 
tory and deals only with the prac 
tical operation of the reserve set- 
up, which even President Roosevelt 
concedes may demand revision, al- 
though he has not indicated how 
this might be accomplished. To all 
questions relating to the reserves 
and the act “itself, he has replied 
that the British social security laws 
antedate those of the United States 
by more than 25 years and are still 
being amended.

N Aug. 14, 1935, President Roosevelt formally approved the Sociaj 
Security Act. On signing, he said: 
‘The law will flatten out the peaks and valleys of deflation and 


will take care of human needs and 


at the same time provide for the United States an economic structure 


Roosevelt, then a candidate, said 
in his famous speech promising a 
balanced budget: 

“The credit of the family depends 
chiefly on whether that family 18 
living within its income. And that 
is equally true of the nation, If 
the nation is living within its in- 
come, its credit is good. If, in 
some crises, it lives beyond its in- 
come for a year or two, it can 
usually borrow temporarily at rea- 
sonable rates. But if, like a spend- 
thrift, it throws discretion to the 
winds and is willing to make ne 
sacrifice at all in spending; if it 
extends its taxing to the limit of 
the people's power to pay and con- 
tinues to pile up deficits, then it is 
on the road to bankruptcy.” 
Deficit Piled on Deficit. 

To use Mr. Roosevelt’s own anal- 
ogy, the Government of the United 
States is in a situation comparable 
to that of a spendthrift who is in 
the hands of the loan sharks. De- 
leit has been piled upon deficit 
every year he has been in office, 
and the end is not yet in sight. 
The differences between receipts 
and expenditures have been met by, 
additional borrowings. The Govern- 
ment hag been forced to get money 
wherever it could, and by book- 
keeping operations such as the de- 
valuation of the dollar it has even 
created money out of the thin air.. 
As long as these deficits pile up, 
the taxes paid by workers and em- 
ployers for the old-age pension fund 
must necessarily go for current 
operations or the payment of old 
debts, | 

Thus, the $2500-a-year worker 
who at present is paying $25 a year 
taxes on his wages, and who will 
pay $75 a year after 1949, is ham 
boring a misconception if he De 
lieves that cash or income-produo- 
ing securities are being stored up 
in the Treasury to pay his old-age 
pension. The taxes are spent as 
soon as they come in. The insure 
ance reserve in the Treasury De- 
partment consists merely of special 
3 per cent Treasury certificates 
which the Treasury issues to it- 
self to represent the reserves. These 
certificates are printed with the 
amounts left blank and every 
three months the bookkeeper writes 
in the figures—the latest note wag 
for $38,000,000—and the certificate 
is put away in a vault as evidence 
that the Government owes itself 
that amount of money. 

In his public utterances on the 
old-age pension reserves, President 
Roosevelt has implied that they 
were comparable to insurance com- 
pany reserves built up and held in- 
violate for the future protection 
of the millions of prospective bene- 
ficiaries, Analysis of this view dem- 
onstrates, however, that either he 
is not informed as to the provisions 
of the act, or that he has misap- 
prehended the nature of insurance 
company reserves, which, by the 
very nature of the situation, could 
not be copied by the Federal Treas- 
ury. Even the fictitious old-age 
pension reserve fund is far less 
than the taxes ostensibly collected 
for that purpose. 


Justice Cardozo Saw It. 

This discrepancy is easily . 

Because of the Supreme 
Court decision in the A A A case, 
which involved the segregation of 
processing taxes for the payment 
of subsidies to complying farmers, 
sponsors of the Social Security 
Act believed the new law would be 
unconstitutional if the taxes and 
the benefits were inextricably 
bound together.

When he became convinced that Judge 
George W. English of Illinois had demonstrated un- 
fitness for office, Mr. Bovard directed an investi- 
gation which caused his impeachment and brought 
about his resignation on the eve of trial before the 
United States Senate.

He looked beyond the hurly-burly of the 
day’s events in a desire to integrate current hap- 
penings into long-range and philosophic interpreta- 
tion. Thus, in 1931, after a year in which his spare 
moments were spent in reflection and the gathering 
of material, he caused to be written a dispassionate 
diagnosis of our economic ills, an article entitled 
“The Country’s Plight—What Can Be Done About 
It?” which later, in pamphlet form, was read 
throughout the nation. 

His conception of a newspaper is that it should 
function as everyman’s university, that it should 
act as an educative and cultural force to supply what 
men could not or did not get at schools. When the 
Post-Dispatch, after two years of preparation, pub- 
lished its Fiftieth Anniversary Number in 1928, its 
distinctive feature was a collection of original ar- 
ticles by the great thinkers of the world, later col- 
lected in a book entitled “The Drift of Civilization.” 
The contributors included men of the stature of 
Guglielmo Ferrero, Martin Andersen Nexo, Maxim 
Gorky, Benedetto Croce, H. G. Wells, J. B. S. Haldane, 
Bertrand Russell, Michael Pupin, Andre Siegfried, 
Albert Einstein and James Harvey Robinson. 

For that kind of editorship that writes down” 
to people, Mr. Bovard has supreme contempt. He 
has a deep faith in the intelligence and good judg- 
ment of men in the mass, believing they need only 
the enlightenment of facts.

We speak here of the army of the inept, 
who have been promoted to positions of 


authority for which they are unqualified, in- 


experienced and utterly lacking in creative 
ability. 
A survey of the major studios has re- 


vealed that 40 per cent of the cost of pro- 


duction is represented by overhead and mis- 
cellaneous. Never in the history of the in- 
dustry has this cost been so high. We hbe- 
lieve that it is to be explained by the “sys- 
tem of production” described above. 

In recent years most studios have faced 
an ever-increasing difficulty in meeting their 
release dates, and have fallen short of mak- 
ing the number of pictures yearly contract- 
ed for. This in spite of the increasing num- 
ber of producers and associate producers, In 


large measure this can be attributed directly 


to the growing estrangement between the 
producer and the director on the one hand, 
— the director and the writer on the 
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Let us be factual. Following is a brief 
summary of findings covering the position 
of the director today—in comparison ‘to 
10 years ago. The most alarming and sig- 
nificant fact uncovered was the in- 
crease in the producer class during the dec- 
ade. This table tells the story

Times without number when the producer 
has prepared a story without assistance or 
advice of the director, situations, stunts and 
scenes are incorporated into the script which 
are either impossible of satisfactory achieve- 
ment or involve an expense out of all pro- 
portion to their importance to the picture. 
In many of those 


tied up in fully completed acréen plays which 
will never be made. Of all the people in the 
studios, the directors have not been asked 
to go over this material for salvage and re- 
construction. 

Weekly conferences on production take 
place in every studio. Here production ques- 
tions relating to scripts to be bought, scripts 


on hand, scripts jn work and general policy 
are discussed 


In a large majority of in- 
stances the directors are not invited. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of fresh material is 
now, at this writing, being readied for the 
cameras, The one man who, in the great 
majority of cases, has nothing to do with 
the preparation of the material is the man 
who will finally have to direct its exposure 
on film, 

Because of the separation of the director 
and the writer, when a script is finally hand- 
ed to a director he often finds in it an ac- 
cumulation of writing dorie to order with 
little clarity or entertainment value which 
he must attempt to infuse with life with- 
out changing a line, a scene or coming in 
behind schedule. 

* * * 

In the making of “B” pictures these con- 
ditions are even more prevalent and are ag- 
gravated by the fact that the economy of 
production is paramount. In the majority 
of cases the men in charge of these pic- 
tures are utterly unqualified. They have 
little respect for the medium, less respect 
for their audiences and excuse their lack 
of imagination ‘by ridiculing it in others. 
The result is an inferior product. 

The significant fact remains that even to- 
day the best pictures made in the industry 
are largely those ſn which the director has 
had real participation in their dramatic and 
mechanical structure from inception in di- 
rect association with the executive producers 
without the interference of intermediaries. 
The success of this practice has had no 
weight in the industry—on the contrary, the 
practice of developing this approach to pic- 
tures is on the wane—and many directors 
who, until recently, were offered creative op- 
portunities are finding the doors progressive- 
ly closed to them. This costs the industry 
quality and time, which are money. 

What built the motion picture was indi- 
viduality,” freshness approach, the 
unique touch which gave vivid experience.

Today the sys- 
tem offers a virtual proscription against 
originality and freshness in pictures. This 
costs the industry millions of dollars.

Justice Hughes’ Ruling in Santa 
Cruz Fruit Case. 

N AN opinion delivered March 

28, 1938, by Chief Justice Hughes, 

the United States Supreme Court 
affirmed a ruling by the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals that the 
National Labor Relations Act was 
applicable to the Santa Cruz Fruit 
Packing Co. of Oakland, Cal. It 
was shown that the fruit company 
shipped 37 per. cent of its output 
in interstate or foreign commerce. 
Justice Hughes in his opinion said: 

“There is no question that the 
petitioner was directly and largely 
engaged in interstate and foreign 
commerce. We have often decided 
that sales to purchasers in another 
State are not withdrawn from Fed- 
eral control because the goods are 
delivered f. o. h at stated points 
within the State of origin for trans- 
portation. . .. 

“When they (warehousemen) 
found themselves locked out because. 
of their joining the union they at 
once formed a picket line and this 
was maintained with such effective- 
ness that eventually ‘the movement 
of trucks from warehouse to 
wharves ceased entirely. The 
teamsters refused to haul, the ware- 
housemen declined to handle and 
the stevedor es, between dock and 
ship, refused to load petitioner's 
goods. These became, in the par- 
lance of the men, ‘hot’ cargo. Peti- 
tioner says that this was an unlaw- 
ful conspiracy of those sympathiz- 
ing with its discharged warehouse- 
men, but it was the discrimination 
against them which led directly to 
the interference with the movement 
from the plant and elicited the sup- 
port so effectively given. 

“It would be difficult to find a 
case in which unfair labor prac- 
tices had a more direct effect upon 
interstate and foreign commerce. 

“The relief afforded by the board 
in requiring petitioner to desist 
from the unfair labor practices con- 
demned by the act, and to reiristate 
the discharged employes with back 
pay, was properly sustained by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, and its 
order is affirmed.”

12-Foot Obelisk Erected in Arctic

BARROW, Alaska, Aug. 13. — A 
12-foot granite obelisk will be dedi- 
cated Monday on the Arctic barrens 
near the spot where Will Rogers 
and Wiley Post crashed to death in 
an airplane three years ago. 

On the monument will be this in- 
scription: 

“Will Rogers and Wiley Post, 
American ambassadors of 
will, ended life’s flight here Aug. 
15, 1935.” 

It will stand only 100 yards from 
the Arctic ocean shore, on the Wal- 
akpa lagoon where the Post-Rog- 
ers plane crashed en route from 
Fairbanks to Barrow. The granite 
came from a quarry at Claremore, 
Ok., Roger’s home town.

WAGE-HOUR FIGURE 
ARE REVISED UPWARD 


Labor Department. Officials 

Estimate 4,000,000. Will Ob- 

tain Shorter Week. 
2 ee | 
By the Associatéd Press. 
“WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—La- 
bor Department officials estimated 
toda that as many as 4,000,000 
workers about 1,750,000 more than 
Congress counted on—might, obtain 
shorter working hours ultimately 
under the new wage-hour law. . 

Estimates as to the maximum 
number who would receive wage 
increases by the time the law’s pro- 
vision for a general 40-cent-an-hour 
minimum takes effect—in 1945— 
remained unchanged at “upwards 
of 1,000,000.” 

Officials said the upward revision 
of the number to receive shorter 
hours resulted. largely from two 
factors: 

1—N of the interpreta- 
tion of “seasonal” industries which 
are exempt from the law’s regula- 
tion of hours. 

2—Indications that many employ- 
ers, in a so-called “twilight zone” 
of uncertainty as to whether they 
were subject to the law, would com- 
ply with its provisions rather than 
risk the penalties of violation, 
which include fines of double the 
difference between the wages paid 
and the amount required by the act. 

Exemptions Up to Court. 

The uncertainty on the part of 
employers ‘is due to the fact the 
law gives the Administrator no au- 
thority to gule that any industry or 
specific group of workers is ex- 
empt, such decisions being solely 
for the courts to make. 

Regarding exemptions for “sea- 
sonal” industries, officials said it 
was clear Congress had intended 
such concessions only for industries 
which operate in particular seasons 
and not for those which operate on 
a year-round basis but have em- 
ployment peaks in certain months. 
The truly seasonal industries will 
be permitted to work their em- 


Ployes in excess of the maximum 


work-week fixed by the law with- 
out being required to pay them time 
and one-half for overtime. 

Law Effective Oct. 24. 

The act, which becomes effective 
Oct, 24, requires generally that in- 
dustries in or affecting interstate 
commerce must pay not less than 
25 cents an hour and work their 
employes not more than 44 hours 
a week, The general wage mini- 
mum will increase automatically to 
30 cents at the end of the first 
year and to 40 cents at the end of 
seven years. The work week will 
decrease to 42 hours after the first 
year and to 40 hours after two 
years. However, minimum wages 
higher than 25 cents an hour but 
not more than 40 cents may be 
fixed immediately, in a given in- 
dustry, on recommendation of a 
committee appointed to study that 
industry. 

Elmer F. Andrews, who ig leaving 
the job of State Industrial Commis- 
sioner in New York to administer 
the wage-hour law, is expected to 
come here next week to assume his 
new duties. One of his first tasks 
is to appoint committees for the 
different industries.

The volume of other legisla- 
tion and the controversy over a pro- 
posed reduction in railroad wages 
caused Congress to postpone action. 

The conference was suggested, 
Davis said, by the chamber’s trans- 
portation committee, which is head- 
ed by Samuel T. Bledsoe, president 
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway. 

He predicted the meeting would 
consider “policies having to do with 
railroad revenues, policies affect- 


tions, problems of competition 
among transportation agencies, and 
the question of the organization of 
Government agencies dealing with 
transportation.” 

Administration officials studying 
the railroad problem have suggested 
many immediate and long-term 
remedies. : 

Some favor forced consolidation 
to eliminate “uneconomic” competi- 
tion others mere pooling of facili- 
ties. Several experts have concen- 
trated on means of speeding up re- 
organization of bankrupt railroads. 

Davis said: 

“The purpose of the conference 
will be to appraise the chief out- 
standing difficulties of the different 
transportation agencies, particular- 
ly the railroads, to promote general 
understanding and agreement as to 
remedial measures and to further 
co-ordination of effort. 

“It is hoped that, in bringing to 
bear wide business experience in 
its many fields upon the transpor- 
tation situation, the conference may 
be able to propose helpful measures 
in the interest of the transportation 
agencies and of benefit to the pub- 
lic at large. The problem is. of 
widespread national importance.” 


STAR ROUTE MAIL CARRIERS 
- OF LAST CENTURY RIDE AGAIN 


One of Three Taking Part in Cele- 
bration at London, Ky., Is 
: 88 Years Old. 

LONDON, Ky., Aug. 13. — Three 
Star Route mail carriers of the 
1800’s swung saddlebags across 
their horses and carried the mail 
once again today. 

People swarmed to this South- 
eastern Kentucky village to view a 
repetition of the mail-carrying 
which was a flourishing business 
in London until the beginning of 
the century. 

With a wave of their hands “Un- 
cle George” Ohler, 88 years old; 
“Uncle Mack” Bennett, 76, and Jer- 
ry Parker, 82, were off to Bar- 
bourville, Somerset and Williams- 
burg with 100 pounds of mail in spe- 
cial commemorative envelopes 
which were eagerly bought today as 
collectors’ items. They rode but a 
short distance on their mounts and 
then transferred to automobiles. 

After they had taken mail to the 
three towns and returned more to 
London, they were honored at a 
“Star Route celebration” at the 
Levi Jackson Wilderness Road 
State Park. ; 

Ohler began carrying mail when 
he was 16 in 1866. His route was 
between London and Barbourville. 
Barnett’s service on the London-! »- 
Williamsburg route dated from 
1876, and Parker first rode the Lon- 
don-Somerset trail in 1875.

Theory 

Thus the Supreme Court ap- 
proved the provision to turn the 
flow of employer and employe 
taxes into the general fund of the 
Treasury, and the auth6rization 
that Congress might annually ap- 
propriate money to build up the 
reserve fund. 

What actually has happened is 
this: Since Jan. 1, 1937, when the 
taxes became effective, until June 
30, 1938, there has been collected, 
ostensibly for old-age insurance, 
a total of $708,981,974. During that 
same period the total investments 
by separate congressional ap- 
propriations have amounted to $662- 
300,000. During the fiscal year 
just ended, $514,406,000 was collect- 
ed in these taxes; the investments 
amounted to $395,200,000. 

By 1942, when the annual bene- 
fit payments will start to the quali- 
fied persons over 65 years of age, 
the reserve fund will total about 
$3,656,000,000. The Social Security 
Board declines to estimate the to- 
tal taxes that will be collected by 
1942, 

Difference Explained. 
Here is where the Treasury book- 
keeping must be explained to dis- 
cuss why the Government cannot 
build up a reserve comparable to a 
life insurance company. 
To an insurance company, as to 
an individual, wealth is income, 
not mere possession, A Government, 
in the main, can have no income 
except what it takes directly from 
its citizens. An insurance com- 
pany must invest its money in out- 
side business enterprise or in Gov- 
ernment securities, national, state 
or local, The initia] requisites are 
that the investment must return 
income, and eventually principal. 
The Treasury Department’s field of 
possible operation is much smaller. 
It is confined to Federal Govern- 
ment securities, which themselves 
are issued by the Treasury. The 
comparison of insurance company 
and Treasury Department reserve 
funds is thus misleading. 


The private insurance company is 
required by law to maintain a true 
reserve fund of income-producing 
investments, so as to be able to 
meet the company’s contracts when 
they mature. The private company 
has no security to back up its con- 
tracts except productive and sound 
investments in other enterprises. 
The Government is in a different 
Its only security so far 
as the. old-age pensions are con- 
cerned is its ability to levy taxes 
in sufficient amounts to meet re- 
quired payments. It can increase 
or decrease taxes, or it may, by 
legislative enactment, increase or 
decrease payments to beneficiaries, 
or, what is more likely, increase 
the number of beneficiaries. 


\ Wide the Soldiers’ Bonus. 

Because of the Government’s in- 
ability to invest in outside securi- 
ties, and because the Social Secur- 
ity law requires that the old-age 
pension taxes must go into the gen- 
eral fund, unsegregated and unear- 
marked, these taxes are spent, just 
like any other Federal revenue, for 
salaries, national defense, interest 
payments, WPA and PWA proj- 
ects, and a hundred other items of 
current bxpense. When Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau ap- 
peared before the House Committee 
handling the Social Security bill, he 
glowingly predicted that the funds 
would be used to retire the Govern- 
ment securities held by the public. 
But recurring annual deficits since 
his testimony—deficits larger than 
the proceeds of the taxes—have put 
operation of this idea into the dis- 
tant future. 

But even if the budget were bal-. 
anced with ordinary revenues, the 
Treasury bookkeeping would be the 
same operation by which the Treas- 
ury spends the money as it comes 
in and gives itself an interest bear- 
ing 10 U for. the trust accounts.

$1,406,000,000 for Interest. 
Looking forward to 1980, when 
the old-age pension reserve will 
reach its maximum of 7 billion 
dollars, which he calls the “47 bil- 
lion dollar blight,” Vandenberg in- 
sists that the Government will have 
collected—and spent—47 billion 
dollars without justification from 
an insurance standpoint.

It is interesting to see how this 
huge reserve will be piled up by 
45 years of collections and interest 
payments. During these 45 years 
the taxpayers of the country will 
have paid in a total of 108 billion 
dollars for the old-age fund, of 
which the beneficiaries will have 
received 61 billion dollars. The dif- 
ference, 47 billion dollars, repre- 
sents the money collected and 
spent for other purposes, for which 
the Government will have only its 
own I O U held in the so-called re- 
serve fund.

For the time being, then, the 
corporative institutions do no more 
than hold the population and its 
resources well regimented for any 
future emergency, and at the same 
time apportion by authority, by 
means of price control, wage regu- 
lations and regulation of factory 
conditions, the consequences. (so far 
inevitably losses) of the recent and 
current Abyssinian and Spanish 
emergencies. The Ministry of Ex- 
changes and Currencies, where Dr. 
Felice Guarneri sits as distributor 
of the available foreign exchange 
resources to those clamoring for 
them, superimposes a further con- 
trol upon all trade operations in- 
volving imports and exports or in- 
ternational payments on other ac- 
counts. The privilege of acquir- 
ing foreign exchange is, in prin- 
ciple, reserved to those who already 
before the emergencies of 1934 and 
later years were acquiring it, and 
is only extended to them (in some 
proportion determined by the Min- 
ister in consideration of the avail- 
able total) for precisely the same 
uses. For example, a manufacturer 
who acquired £10,000 sterling in 
1934 to acquire South African wool 
will in 1938 -have the right to ac- 
quire a proportion, it may be 60 
per cent, of £10,000 sterling, but 
only for the very same purpose— 
not, for example, to buy South 
American wool. Merchants who do 
not want their rights can sell 
them. The continued cutting 
down of imports is necessary to 
preserve the small balance of ex- 
change now in hand—no more, all. 
recognize, than in a single year 
might be needed for exceptional 
imports if all classes are to main- 
tain even: their present curtailed 
consumption of goods. 

Merchant Princes. 


According to widespread belief, 
the half-dozen merchant princes of 
Italy, magnates of the electricity, 
automobile, chemical, and other in- 
dustries, have been too powerful 
for either the corporative institu- 
tions. . . or the exchange controller 
to shift much of the burden on 
to them i 

These few men, conducting busi- 
nesses with foreign connections of 
the first importance to the State, 
evade control, and are believed to 
hold vast fortunes abroad, of which 
they ack ledge a bare tithe in 
their in tax returns, whereas 
humbler citizens own up to a full 
third. But manufacturers and 
traders of less exalted rank find 
their activities and earning power 
circumscribed and restricted by the 
rationing of materials, the control 
of prices, and the multiple official 
and unofficial public calls on their 
purse. Finally, “the people” (a 
favorite word in Fascist publicity) 
must take the day wages they are 
allotted (with sometimes very few 
days’ work to a week) and buy 
what goods are within their reach. 
Theirs not to reason why. And, 
after all, the same corporative insti- 
tutions, through which alone they 
are entitled to seek employment, 
have at their disposal means of 
bringing many of the good things 
of lif. within the range of collec- 
tive enjoyment, from concerts and 
films at next to no price to seaside 
and mountain holidays and trips 
abroad...In the corporative offices 
male and female employes stand at 
attention: and give the Fascist sa- 
lute on the approach of a superior. 
„At the head of the big offices, 
however, are men who make it their 
task to press the industrialists to a 
continuous improvement in work- 
ing conditions and intend more and 
more to invade the privileges of 
the ownef...In other words, the 
corporations are manned at the top 
by men with ambitions for great

Negro Leader’s Secretary Says Magnetism 
Explains Everything — “God,” Finally 
Reached, Refuses to Talk.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—To see 
“God” it is necessary. to make an 
appointment, so I called “heaven” 
on the Harlem telephone exchange: 


voice. 
“Peace, sister,” I answered, “is 
Father Divine there?” 
Father Divine, any of his follow- 
ers will tell you, “is God.” He is a 
Negro. 
Father was there, but he was busy 
communing with his disciples. 1 
would have to see his chief secre- 
tary, John Lamb, a white man. 
Brother Lamb would be free in 
three-quarters of an hour. 
“Thank you, sister,” I said, and 
she replied: “Thank Father.” 
There was no mistaking “heaven” 
when I reached it, although it stood 
in the middle of the block. It had 
a brownstone front, painted blue, 
and extended across three houses 
built in a solid row. On the front 
door of the middle house, red letters 
proclaimed Father .Divine’s Peace 
Mission.“ On and around the steps 
was a crowd of Negroes, laughing 
an talking, calling to each other 
“peace” and “I thank father.” 
Shaves for a Nickel. 
Inside the door, people seemed to 
be everywhere—mostly Negroes, but 
some whites. They filled the barber 
shop, where shaves cost a nickel. 
They filled the banquet hall, with 
its two long tables, where meals 
are served for 10 or 15 cents. They 
occupied virtually every step of the 
stairway which led to God's“ office 
on the second floor. 

The waiting room outside God's“ 
sanctum.was almost a solid mass 
of people—again mostly Negroes 
with a few whites. They smiled to 
each other, and one Negro woman 
said: “Are you keeping the faith, 
sister?” 

The woman to whom the query 
was addressed leaned down and 
said: “Sister, I've got to keep the 
faith.” 

The door to Father’s office opened 
slightly. A tall, white woman slipped 
out. A minute later she appeared 
in the street below, driving off in 
a limousine. 

The door to Father’s office opened 
again, and a young Negro woman 
peered at me. If I was looking for 
Father Divine, she said, please see 
Brother Lamb downstairs. 

Brother Lamb’s Office. 

Brother Lamb’s office was 4a 
strange assortment of plain furni- 
ture, placards and banners devoted 
to “God” and his work, and a brass 
standard topped by a round white

This is why the Government 
cannot collect income tax from Fa- 
ther, although he rolls around 
in high-powered cars, dresses in 
good clothes, commands a dozen 
secretaries and has a suite of rooms 
available at all times in each of 
his “heavens.” 

Testimonial, Meeting. 

I tried again to interview “God.” 
I was told to return at 8 p. m. for 
a “righteous government meet- 
ing.” 

This meeting was held in a long 
room with one red paneled wall 
bearing the big word “Heaven.” In 
the ceiling, in colors that shaded 
from silver to green to orange to 
red, was the exhortation “Peace.” 

There they sat, hundreds of them, 
mostly Negroes but some whites, 
sv-eltering in an unventilated room 
that they might hear,the words of 
“God.” They sat that way for three 
solid hours, listening to testimo- 
nials and giving them. : 

Finally the meeting adjourned 
to the banqvet hall for a meal pre- 
sided over by Father Divine. There 
was a great shout of “peace” when 
he appeared at the Main table. 
He picked up a bell and rang it. 
He sat down, and shook hands with 
me. He listened to my first query, 
and replied: “I speak not at the 
command of men but at the com- 
mand of the spirit.“ 

That was all. “God” 
talk.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Aug. 13. 
OLLYWOOD, a place where al 
most nothing is real, believes in 
almost anything. One of the 
firmest beliefs is that deaths of 
movie folks ALWAYS comes in a 
set of three. Frequently the super~- 
stitious ones have to wait some 
time before they can point to the 
third death, or even the second, but 
the passing away of John Blystone, 
a widely known film director, gave 
the “There, you see?” people a 
quick run for their money. Bly- 
stone died here in Hollywood just 
a few hours after Warner Oland 
died in Sweden and Oland’s ending 
came the day after Pearl White 
died in Paris. Strangely enough 
Oland had been closely connected 
in film work with both Miss White 
and the director. When Pearl 
White was the queen of.the serial 
stars—remember her “Perils of 
Pauline“? — in the early silent 
days Oland was the villian in many 
of her blood curdling mellers. And 
villians were real villians then.

Take the new California 
Pension Plan which, if successful 
at the polls, and the money is pro- 
vided from some source as yet un- 
discovered—will give everybody $30 
a week just as soon as he, or she, 
reaches the ripe old age of 50. The 
originators of the idea have even 
gone so far as to name the pay- 
day. It’s to be “$30 every Thurs- 
day” and the organization has more 
than 150,000 active members Who 
are sending in “penny-a-day” finan- 
cial backing at the rate of $50,000 
a month. Sound trucks are boost-

of the different periods of fur- 

niture in England, France and 
America, during the past few 
weeks in this column, I feel that 
I would be shirking the job if I 
did not conclude with a few re- 
marks about the “modern” style. 
This is, of course, hard to do, as it 
is a style that has not yet crystal- 
lized but is still in a stage of be- 
ing changed, refined and molded 
into a definite style. 

Because modern is a style that is 
really being created under our very 
noses, and we have no precedent 
to go on, it is the most difficult of 
all styles for the novice to handle 
and handle correctly. If you decide 
to choose modern for your own 
home, study and analyze it very 
carefully. Don't select it merely 
because it is in style at the mo- 
ment, for it may not be a few years 
hence and you have to live with 
furniture a long time. See if the 
lines are pleasing to you and try to 
figure whether they will continue 
to be for some years hence. 


ON THE other hand, many peo- 
ple turn up their nose the minute 
the word “modern” is mentioned, 
without giving the style a chance 
to prove itself. After all Chippen- 
dale, Sheraton and Heppelwhite 
were all modern in their time and 
we would have had nothing from 
them if the people of their period 
had not given them ample oppor- 
tunity to show what they could do.

The big news in modern furni- 
ture at the moment is what is 
termed “Swedish Modern.” There 
is no doubt that the Scandinav- 
ian countries have done much of 
the creative work that all modern 
furniture is based on, and that 
they have never been guilty of 
many of the bad designs that for 
a time threatened to swamp this 


style. 


@ AS I HAVE said before, it is dif- 
ficult to give any hard and fast 
rules about a style that is still in 
a state of being created. One big 
reason is that each furniture man- 
ufacturer has his own interpreta- 
tion of the style and, as most peo- 
ple buy their furniture according 
to what is available instead of hav- 
ing pieces specially designed for 
them, it is these available pieces 
which, in the long run, influence 
the style. However, I will try to 
give you some sort of working 
knowledge of this new “Swedish 
Modern” style which is such a big 
influence in furniture styles today. 
— 00 — 

One of its features, to me, is 
that it has lost its self-conscious- 
ness and taken on an air of sim- 
ple sophistication. Although it 
has retained the rectilinear out- 
lines which are more or less basic 
to the modern style, it no longer 
insists on absolutely straight lines 
and ungainly angles. It permits 
the introduction of curved lines to 
add a softening touch and a 
graciousness to the end of a bed, 
the legs of a chair, or the apron 
of a bookcase. Many of the lines 
that used to be square, blunt, and 
block-like are now slender and 
even tapering. Frequently chair 
legs are rounded in the front and 
square in the back, or often they 
curve outward at the bottom. 
Beds frequently have concave 
footboards and convex head- 
boards. 


—-0O-0O-— 


@ LIGHT WOODS are suited to a 
style such as this with its lightness 
of feeling and gaiety of spirit. The 
new bleached tones in mahogany 
such as wheat, harvest and straw 
are all extremely popular, while 
other bleached woods such as cher- 
ry and walnut are also seen. Some 
of the unusual modern woods such 
as zebra, acacia and palazata, which 
are highly figured, are used for 
veneered pieces. 

There is very little in the way of 
trimming on the furniture of this 
modern style. Occasionally there is 
an inlay or there are drawer pulls 
made of brass or pewter. One of 
the most interesting innovations is 
the use of cane for chair backs, 
door fronts or the headboards of 
beds. Leather is quite often ap- 
plied to the frames of the furniture 
being frequently for the tops of ta- 
bles, sometimes in a tiled effect. 
Fiber is also applied to pieces and 
even such striking effects as black 
leather in a basket weave design 
have been utilized.

Certainly, it is a long 
step in the right direction of mod- 
ern design.

With Proper Care, Degen- 
erative Changes Can Be 
Postponed Indefinitely.

NDER the slogan, Sight Be- 

gins at Forty,“ the National 

Society. for the Prevention of 
Blindness wages its campaign of 
education for better eye health. 

Sight, of course, in many in- 
stances begins to get dim at 40, 
but the society’s purpose is to 
cheer up those who regard this as 
inevitable, and to spread the idea 
that if properly cared for middle- 
aged eyes may be as efficient as 
they were in youth. 

This is worth while, because 
many people enter the period of 
middle life with a feeling of pro- 
found discouragement. They are 
acutely conscious that they can no 
‘longer do the things they once did 
easily and tirelessly. And since 
their activities are cut down, they 
have to depend more on their eyes. 
has 
played them tricks, too. The eyes 
tire sooner than they did and the 
evision is not so automatically clear, 


| There may be superimposed on the 


general discouragement, the fear of 
going blind.

THIS IS NOT justified, because 
with proper care the discomforts 
and chronic infections of the mid- 
dle-aged eye can be mitigated and 
degenerative changes postponed in- 
definitely. 

The almost ineyitable change— 
presbyopia or old sight“ —can be 
corrected with glasses, and while 
these are a nuisance, they are bet- 
ter than nothing. At least better 
than trying any of the new crop of 
lotions, drops, tonics or reading 
lamps which come out each year 
and are offered to the middle-aged 
as substitutes for glasses. The 
youth does not need glasses be- 
cause his lens is as clear as crystal 
and as elastic as live rubber. He 
can see far and near equally well 
(unless, of course, he has an ocular 
defect). As we get past 40, the 
lens remains transparent but its 
loses its elasticity. .We see perfect- 
ly at a distance but the near point 
recedes steadily. The lens will not 
accommodate, but glasses will do 
it for us. Do not get glasses 
stronger than you need, so as to 
get dependent on them too soon. It 
is better to leave some of the focus- 
ing of the eyes to themselves,

CATARACT is the condition in 
which the lens does become less 
transparent. Opacities gradually 
form. Sometimes the beginning 
of a cataract will be announced by 
the fact that the vision suddenly 
improves, Your aunt lays away her 
glasses and is very proud of her 
“second sight.” This arouses sus- 
picion in the mind of the good 
oculist. The cause is that in the 
very beginning of a cataract the 
lens is still transparent, but it 
swells and makes the eye near- 
sighted. Hence the second sight. 

Usually the opacity of cataract 
begins around the edge of the lens 
and causes no great disturbance of 
vision for years and years. The 
average period is 15 years between 
the time symptoms begin and a 
cataract is ripe enough for opera- 
tion,

OUTHFUL evening frocks de-

strapless bodice, introduced some 
months ago as a sophisticated 
mode, has become the pet of the 
youngsters who are choosing it for 
their most formal occasions.

The formal frock that has a 
bodice tied at the neckline is seen 
in many versions, but a striking 
model that is moderately priced 
typifies the trend. Wine colored 
velvet flowers are placed at either 
shoulder and their color repeated 
in a flower design painted on the 
wide hem of the skirt. The bodice 
is fitted at the waistline and skirt 
fullness starts above the hips. 

The heart-shaped bodice is an- 
other favorite with young girls and 
is equally attractive with covered 
shoulders as with a more formal 
theme. Black velvet ribbon shoul- 
der straps and ribbon bowknots on 
the skirt are the flattering accents 
on one black taffeta dress which 
has the heart-shaped bodice. An- 
other combines short-sleeved velvet 
bodice with a black taffeta skirt 
that is banded with the velvet. 

Black taffeta that is striped with 
silver lines is an arresting fabric 
for an evening dress and looks 
most striking when made with a 
hip-length fitted bodice to which 
is attached a very full, gathered 
skirt.

man. This brings the young lovers 
together much more; they have to 
move with great caution, for they 
are watched with cat-like closeness 
by the disapproving Parthy Ann. 
Captain Andy, however, is all on 
their side and finally, when Parthy 
is off on a little trip for a morning, 
he gives Magnolia and Ravenal a 
rip-snorting wedding and send-off. 
There the joy becomes bitter sweet 
however, for Magnolia and Gay- 
lord lead a checkered life through 
the years. 

They separate but after their 
daughter, Kim, has grown to young 
womanhood and has become a suc- 
cessful musical comedy singer, 
Magnolia and Gaylord are reunited.

PRIZEFIGHT picture is a

Nobody can make beautiful Bob 
look tough enough to be convincing 
as a prizefighter but many other 
features of the 90-minute fiction 
are believable. Arnold, Lionel 
Stander and Nat Pendleton have 
every qualification for gambler, 
trainer and gambler, respectively. 
Frank Morgan overshadows even 
the star as the lad’s booze-fighting 
parent. The crowds all look real 
and the final fight is keyed up to 
a fine pandemonium. 

Most important of all, “The 
Crowd Roars” has a little to say 
about the bad breaks. in the fight 
game, glows with some of the color 
of the training gymnasiums and 
creates a highly contagious enthu- 
siasm at the wind-up by showing

ARGEST spender in the world is hard-working, unpretentious Harry Hop- 
kins. Since becoming the head of Federal relief five years ago he has 
passed out more than eight billion dollars of Federal funds, and he is now 

busy with his ninth billion; a few weeks ago he said his Works Progress Ad- 
ministration would spend $1,425,000,000 in the ensuing eight months—money 
provided by the $3,750,000,000 lending-spending bill signed by President 
Roosevelt June 21. 

Hopkins is also the biggest employer in the world. Last month there were 
almost 3,000,000 persons on the WP A rolls; at one time in 1936 the number 
was more than 3,000,000. These people for whom the Government provides 
work relief draw their pay for a great variety of activities, from building dams 
to acting in plays.

Sioux City, lowa, a graduate of Grinnell College. After years of professional 
social work in the he became head of the New York State Emergency 
Relief Administration under Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt, whom he had 
met in 1928.
